WNo Terrible Catastrophe Has
Marked the Twelvemonth,

DEATH TAKES NOTABLE MEN

General Success of the Democrats and
Startling Developments South of
the Rio Grande Chief Events
In Western Hemlsphere,

New York—Taken all in all, the
year 1918 has been a happy and rather
fortunate one for the world in gen-
aoral. It was not marked by any great
calastrophe, such as the San Frandisco
earthquake or the Titanic disaster; it
saw the end of the wars in the Bal
kans, {t witnegsed the inauguration of
& Democratic president in the United
Btates, followed by genuine tariff re
duction without financial panie

The death roll for the past year has
hit the fAnancial world rather hard, in
cluding such notable figures as J. I'
Morgun, Henry M. Flagler and Jameos
R. Keene. The Roman Catholic
church also lost two of Its most ven-
aerable cardinals, Oreglia, dean of the
sacred college, and Rampolla, once
gsecretary at the Vatlean and who

In the United States political de-
velopments have been extremely In
teresting, but: not startling. Every-
thing seems to have gone the way of
the Democrats. Democratic victories
were won last November in New York
<lty, the state of New Jersey and
stato of Massachusetts, Congress has
passed the currency bill, and the bank-
dng interests of the country are ad-
justing themselves to it

As alarmed as high filnance may
Aave been when it was learned that
President Wilson bellaved in Bherman
law should be “clarified,” business and
financial interests have apparently be
come convinced that the president’s
attitude 1s not one of opposlilon, but
rather an attitude In which he would
consult and confer with business and
finance to remedy evils generally ad-
mitted to exist,

Doings In Mexico.

South of the Illo Grande develop-
ments have been startling and rapid.
The year 1913 saw In Mexico the as-
sassination of President Franclaco Ma-
dero, Vice-President Pino Suarez and
Gustavo Madero, brother of the presl-
dent, the usurpation of the presidency
by Gen, Vietorlano Huerta, boosted
Into that position by General FFelix
Diaz. Then came the rupture between
Diaz and Huerta, with the practical
banishment of Diaz. Later in 1513
<came the rise of Venustiano Carranza,
leader of the constitutionalists In the
north of Mexico, with the result that
the powerful northern states of Mex-
loo are now under his control. Bearce-
ly. had Carranza become famous than
Francisco “Pancho" Villa, former ban-
dit, with a price on his head, leaped
into the limellght as a rebel leader
serving Carranza, and it Is now ques:
tioned whether Carranza or Villa is
the stronger in the leadership of the
constitutionalint forces.

In Its relations with Mexjco the
Unlted States has stood firm, Early
in his administration President Wilson
announced his determination to with-
hold recognition from the Hueria ad-
ministration, and although much
pressure hus been broupht to bear,
the president has refused to change
his attitude. Hfforts have been made
to indueco Huerta to retire and allow a
falr and honest election, without re.
sult, Today the United States has a
beavy armed force at the border and
an impressive array of battleships off
tha const.

There have been several marringes
of lmportance in the past year, and
& number of engagementds of proml-
ment persons announced, Foremost in
the minds of Americans, of course, s
the wedding of Miss Jessle Woodrow
Wilson, davghter of the president,

Assassinations of the Year,

Barring Mexlco's barbarous achleve
ments, thers have been few assassina-
tions in countries generally recognized
a8 being civillzed, George 1, King of
{resce, was assassinated by a mad
ancrchist in Salonika, March 18. ni
Turkey the commander-in-chief of the
Ottoman forces In the Dalkan wars,
Haver Dey, was glain on February 17
This was followed soon after by the
ansasaination of Nuzim Pasha, Turkish
premier. Turkey and Mexlco appear
to have been contending with each
other for honors In the line of assas
sination, with Mexico slightly In the
lead,

European &affalrs have gons along
rather as usual, barring a few extra
atartling outbursts by sufllragists In
England, such as the sensational sul-
olde of the young suffragette who
threw herself before the king's horse
in the derby and was kllled. Politi-
eally Eng!and has been In a furor,
which, however, |18 nothing out of thae
ordinary. The yveur has seen the very
remarkable “rebellion™ of Ulster, un
der the direction of Sir Edward Car
son, and the organization of an “army”
of Ulstermen to reslst enforcement of
the home rule blll should It pass par-
ament.

England has also had {ts eghare ot
labor troubles. There have been large
eétrikes at home and in Ireland, not-
ably the Dublin riots, led by Jim Lar
kin. All of the European powers have
&ona on as heretofore in the construc-
tion of battleships, and the “armed
camp” policles of Germany, England,
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France and Russla are stronger than ‘ Qulf of 8Smyrna. One hundred and

There have been some few spais be-
twoen France and Germany, but noth-
Ing In any way appronching & breach
of diplomatie relations., The falling of
a couple of German war balloons on
French territory created mome little
excltement, an did the mobbing of
tomo Gorman subjectas by French eitl-
zens In border towns, France, as well
as the United BStates, underwent a
presidential election in 1018, placing &
very democratic and a very diplomatic
person in the offlce of chlef executive

Presldent Poincare.

In the Far East.

In the far easat several things of mo
ment oceurred in 1913, among them
the Chiness rebelllon and establish-
ment of a republic, and In Japan the
death of the Mlkado and the succes-
slon of his son and the anti-American
demonstrations and riots as & resull
of the adoption of the antl-allen land.
owning law [ California.

In the realm of selence and explora-
tion thers have been but few develop-
ments that could positively be desig
nated as history-creating.

The dlscovery of the south pole and
the disaster to the Scott sxpedition
both occurred in 1812, although the
fata of Captain Scott was not made
known to the world until 1912, Dr,
Fredrich Franz PFriedmann, discover
er of & “cure” for tuberculosis, made
his appearance in 1918, but the value
of Dr. Friedmann's "cure,” and other
“eures" for that dread diseass an-
nounced at about the same time, are
very much open to doubt. Great strides
have undoubtedly been made In the
treatment of caneer, but no positive
cura has yot been discovered, although
much has been learned about the value
of radium,

Aviatlon 18 progressing rapidly,
Much attention to aeronautics has
been pald by the various European
governments from a military stand
point, but no means of making aero
planing anywhere near safe have yet
been discovered. France has organized
and trained a mlilitary aviation corps
that would unquestionably be of great
value in case of war, and Germany
has devoted much time and money to
dirigibla ballooning. Tha United
States has spent some $50,000 during
the year in military experiments in
aviation

The number of deaths resulting from
aviation has not hoen especially large.
Aviators have dled, just as aviators
died In 1912, gnd Germany suffered a
number of disastrous accidents to Zep-
pelin dirlgible balloons. Many of the
accldents of aeroplanes resulted from
exhibition flylng and military
experiments. The year 1913 saw the
first aeroplane flight over the Panama
canal.

On the Panama Canal.

In Panama great developments have
taken place. October 10 last saw the
dynamiting of Gamboa dike, being the
removal of practically the last serlous
obstruction in the big ditch. The ca-
nal I8 now almost completed, so far as
a trans-continental waterway is con-
cerned, although not yet prepared for
the passage of steamers from ocean to
ocean. Work has also been begun on
the bulldings and grounds for the great
Panama-Pacific International exposl-
tion, to be held In San Francisco in
19015, as a celebration of the formal
opening of the Panama cannl. In thia
connection It may be mentioned somae
glight International (il feeling may
have been eaused by the refusal of the
British and German government to
participate officially in the San Fran-
cleco exposition, German and Eng-
lish merchants, however, will take part
on Ihi‘ir’ own accounts, .

The United States may congratulate
Itself thst, barring the case of Hans
Schmidt, the New York priest, there
have been few gruesome and startling
mwurders durlng the yvear.

medals and traphles won at the Olym:
ple gnmes In Stockholm in 1812, The
sporting world suffered a shoek, how-
ever when it was learned that “Jim"
Thorpe, the famous Carlisle Indian
athlete really belonged In the classi-
fication of “professional.” He wvolun-
tarily renounced the trophies he had
won as an amateur in the Olymple
games.

AUSTRIA'S MINISTER

OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS |

Count Leopold Berchtold, minister
of forelgn affalrs and chancellor of
Austrin-Hungary, who but yesterday
was the best abused man In the dual
empire, has become literally overnight
an object of the greatest popular en-
thusinam and admiration,

It hae suddenly been brought home
to bis eountrymen that he is a past
measier in the art of statecraft and
diplomacy, and that they owe him a
debt of gratitude for the clever way
in which he safeguarded their loter
ests beyond thelr borders durlng the
lnst two vears.

Thig revulsion of feeling, so start
ling In its suddenness, has been
brought about, not by any utterance
of the count, who romains ns reticent
nnd ae enlgmatical as heretofore, but
by the publieation In the Matin—
most enterprising and aMuent of all
the great Parisian newspapers—of
the terms of the secret treatles unit-
ing the Balkan allies in their coalition

againgt Turkey, and also of thelr equally secret agreement with Russia in thia

connection.
The authenticity of the agreements ls

How the Matin obtained these documents does not concern us.

beyond question,

These treaties show, for the firat time, that the coalition of the Balkan
etates was organized by Russla, and that while the war agalnst Turkey for
the libaration of the Christians In Europe was the pretext of the Bund and
the means adopted to unite the kingdoms of Bervia, Montenegro, Greece, and
Hulgaria, Its real and ultimate alm was avowedly against Austria.

Russin undertook by the terms of these agreements to furnish the Balkan
state with all the war material that they neoded—not for their attack upon
Turkey, but fer thelr operations sgalnst Austrie—to communicate to them all
Information In her possesslon concerning the military movements and plans
of Austria, to protect them from any attack from Turkey.
